Neuner of the committee and Archi- 
tect George Howard, Jr., said it was 
the purpose of the committee to em- 
body features that will fittingly com- 
memorate the greatest achievement of| 
modern times, and that will be dis- 
tinctly representative of Los Angeles. 
The proposed monument, the esti- 
mated cost of which will be $500,000, 
is beautiful and unique and a mas- 
terpieec of architectural art. An ex- 
celient picture of the fountain, super- 


the surrounding gardens is published 
on the cover page of today’s Los An- 
geles Times Illustrated Weekly. The 
cornerstone will be laid at Agricultur- 
al Park on June 19, the second day of 
the aqueduct celebration. 

Charies A. Elder, chairman of the 
meeting; Mayor Alexander, Paul 
Stioup, Secretary Wiggins of the 
Chamber of Commerce and others 
spoke in complimentary terms of the 
committee's design and predicted no 
trouble in financing the scheme.

‘That is binding on you, but not bind 


These wiseacres prate just as South Caro- 
linians and Virginians did before the Civil 
War—about the “sovereign right” of a State 
to walk roughshod over its obligations and 
relations to the general government. They 
either do not read, or do not heed, that pro- 
vision of the Federal Constitution which de 
clares that all treaties made under the au- 
thority of the United States shall be the 
supreme law of the land, anything In the 
Constitution or the laws of any State te the 
contrary notwithstanding. 

A treaty is even more binding than a law 
of Congress, for the latter deals only with 
our own people in our own land, while the 
treaty includes our relations with foreign 
governments—the relations of one sover- 
eign nation with another sovereign nation. 

A treaty, as defined by Vattel, is “a pact 
made with a view to the public welfare by 
the superior power, either for perpetuily or 
for a considerable time.” It is defined by 
Woolsey and by Hall as “unconstrained acts 
of independent powers, placing them under 
an obligation to do something which is not 
wrong.” As defined by Webster, it is “an 
agreement, league, or contract between two 
Or more nations or sovereigns, formally 
signed by commissioners properly author- 


ized and solemnly ratified by the several. 


sovereigns or the supreme power of each 
State. Chancellor Kent, in his Commenta- 


ries, Volume 1, Page 74, says: “A treaty 
|fs in its essence not merely a rule pre- 
scribed by sovereigns for the conduct of 


their subjects, but is also a contract, differ- 
igg only from ordinary contracts in that it 
ig an agreement between independent states 
instead of private parties, and, as such it is 
as obligatory upon the contracting states 
as private contracts are upon individuals.” 

The Supreme Court of the United States, 
in many decisions, ending with U. S. vs. 
Rauscher (119 U.S. 407.) reiterates the 
@octrine announced in an early decision 
(Foster vs. Neilson, 2 Peters 252.) as fol- 
lows: “In the United States a treaty is not 
regarded as being merely a contract be- 
tween sovereign powers d governed by 
the law of nations. Under the provision of 
the Federal Constitution making it the su- 
preme law of the land, as far as the treaty 
operates by its own force, it is equivalent to 
an act of Cengress and the courts wil! take 
judicial notice of its provisions.” 

tn Geofroy vs. Riggs (133 U. S., 258,) the 
Supreme Court of the United States said: 
“Provisions of a State Constitution, the com- 
mon law, or the lawe of a State, which are 
in conflict with the provisions of treaties so 
made must yield to the treaties in so far as 
they conflict, or as long as the treaties are 
In force.” 

Treaties may be abrogated by the expira- 
tion of the time for which they were entered 
into, or by the mutual consent of the 
parties, Treaties usually contain a clause 
providing for their abrogation on notice. 

tn the Chinese exclusion case (130 U.S&., 
68T,) the Supreme Court of the United 
State: held that where @ treaty is alr-- 
gated, whatever of a. permanent character 
has been executed or vested un:!er it is not 
affected. But the abrogation operates pros- 
pectively only. The rights which become 
so vested that the expiration or abrogation 
of the treaty will not destroy or impair 
them are such as are connected with and lie 
in property capable of sale and transfer or 
other disposition, not such as are personal 
and untransferable in their character. So 
“where real estate has been purchased or se- 
cured under a treaty, the right to the estate 
ie not extinguished by the abrogation of the 
treaty.” 

Tt is to be regretted that Gov. Johnson or

If the matter is taken to the United States 
Supreme Court it is altogether probable 
that the supreme judicial body will follow 
its own repeated rulings and declare the 
Webb law to be unconstitutional and «a 
gross and shameless viojation of our treaty 
with Japan. Under our treaty we agree to 
accord to Japan the rights and privileges 
of “the most favored nation.” She cannot 
demand the right of naturalization for her 
subjects at present, for that is a matter of 
domestic concern purely, and no nation has 
a right to claim naturalization for its sub 
jects by another nation. | 

‘But so long as Englishmen, and French- 
men, and Germans, and Europeans of every 
nation are suffered to buy and occupy land 
in the United States, such privilege may 
not be denied to Japanese without a viola- 
tion of treaty obligations. 

The government may conclude that to 
take the case to the United States Supreme 
Court will unnecessarily prolong the life of 
the Webb bill. It may take another and a 
shorter course. If Congress should enact a 


law providing for the naturalization of Japa- .

Johnson shall induce him to with- 
hold his assent to the Boynton bill, the anti- 
Japanese statesmen may find themselves in 
the condition of the dog that dropped his 
bone into the water to leap after the shad- 
ow of it. Instead of excluding Japs from 
land-holding, they may cause Congress to 
open the door to their naturalization. Holy 
Hiram and his Legislature have already 
queered the Panama exposition so far as 
the sJapanese exhibit is concerned.

The President does not agree with them. 


A He claims that free Wool, sugar and lumber 


will strengthen the Demdcracy at the next 
election in the country genérally and even 
in the northwestern and intermountain 
States. ' 

The programme of Senator Lane of Ore- 
gon is to place woolen manufactures as well 
as wool on the free jist and thus to a cer- 


tain extent neutralize or offset the injury to 
western industries that will be inflicted by 
the Wilson-Underwood bill as it stands. : 

The academic autocrat at the White 
House is as firm as schoolmasters usually 
are when dealing with recalcitrant pupils. 
He has the appointing power, and Senators 
whose Democratic constituents are clamor- 
ing for Federal offices may cause the ad- 
ministration Senators to yield. Uniess 
they do yield, or unless the President yields, 
there is a possibility of a long and bitter’ 
contest with no tariff revision at al] as the 
outcome. 


FOOLISH PROPOSITION. 

The latest antic of the Anglo-maniacs 
who gape with delight when Sir Edward 
Grey gives them a smile and “tremble with 
fear at his frown,” is a proposition to al- 
low the vessels of all nations engaged in 
domestic trade to pass through the Pan- 
ama Canal without paying toll. 

The larger part of the traffic passing 
through the canal, outside of that carried in 
American-owned ships, will be between 
European nations and their Pacific colon '-s. 
Under the arrangement proposed, the com. 
merce of England with British Columbia, 
with Australia, with Hongkong and with 
all the east coast of Hindustan, from Cal- 
eutta to Ceylon, would pass through the. 
canal free of tolls. 

France would pay no tolls on ships flying 
hetween Havre and her colonies at Tonquin, 
Tahiti, New Caledonia, the Marquesas, 
French India, Cochin China, Cambodia and 
Annam. The Netherlands would pay noth- 
ing for ships trading to Java and Sumatra, 
and Portuguese vessels sailing between Lis- 
bon and Macao would pass free through the 
canal. There would not be under such cir- 
cumstances .revenue from the canal suffi- 
cient to pay the cost of its upkeep. 

The well-rounded asininity In a business 
sense of this last “diplomatic” proposition 
could scarcely be excelled, unless the United 
States should throw the canal open free to 
the ships of all nations except the United 
States, and présent the captain of each ves- 
sel going through the canal with a cask of 
brandy, a thousand cigars, a chromo, a 
souvenir bulldog and an engrossed eertifi- 
cate that the United States is the sport of 
nations.

The overhead lights for 
the general city system will be in 
Place by July 1 and the boulevard fix- 
tures will be ready for use a little 
later. 

“A blaze of giory” fs the hackneyed 
but appropriate description of , the 
Present downtown district of Los‘An- 
geles. For twenty miles out at sea 
the glowing city is seen reBected 
against the dark background of the 
night sky, a soft and mellow “milky 
way.” The night watcher on Mt. 
Lowe sees the city as a great cluster 
of twinkling gems on the dark bosom 
of earth. 

Tite newest additions to the nightly 
glow will be an ornamenta! lighting 
system on Second street from Figue- 
roa “street to Lake Shore avenue and 
out the latter thoroughfare to Sunset 
boulevard. Residents in various other 
districts are conducting the prelim- 
inaries necessary to obtaining lights. 

A number of private lighting sys- 
terns have been established and others 
planned in addition to the work that 
is conducted through the office of the 
City Engineer. The lights in Wind- 
sor Square are a pleasing example of 
the private system and a similar one 
is to be established in the Richmond 
Hill district. 

The ornamental lighting system of 
the city has called for the Installa- 
tion of about 1000 posts, each with @ 
cluster of five to seven bulbs, erected 
at a cost of about $100,000. Seven 
hundred of the handsomely designed 
metal posts will soon be seen on Sixth, 
Seventh, Eighth and Ninth streets. 
The cost will be about $50,000. The 
expense of installing the additional 
radiance, for which proceedings al- 
ready have been begun, will be about 
$100,000. The proposed extensions 
incinde the following: 

Main, from Pico to. Thirty-sixth 
street; Pieo, from Vermont avenue to 
Crenshaw boulevard; East Ninth 
street, from Main to San Pedro; San 
Pedro, from Aliso to Jefferson; Olive 
street, from Sixth to Pico; Hill, from 
Pico to Washington; Canal street, 
Wiimington, from First to Third 
street: West Chester place and Ar- 
lungton place, between Pico and Coun- 
try Club drive; Vermont avenue, from 
Los Feliz road to Sixth street—this 
one ject being three and two- 
tenths miles tn length.

ANK MYSTERY 
VEILS AIRBOAT. 


FEDERAL AUTHORITIES AT SEA 
AS TO INTENTIONS. 


The Mexican aeroplane sensation is 
in a state of status quo—whatever 
that is—and indications are that rigor 
mortis—likewise whatever that is— 
has already set in. It appeared to the 
Federal authorities here yesterday 
that the oxygen treatment would be 
of no avail, the pedal extremities be- 
ing cold and the usual signs of dissolu- 
tion having already appeared. 

The condition might be avoided if 
Didier Masson, the clever and 
evanescent French birdman, and his 
Australian mechanician, Thomas 
Dean. would not persist in doing the 
vanishing act, ‘and if the alleged 
Mexican leaders who are popularly 
supposed to have pus a pile of per- 
fectly good money in the eighty- 
horse-power machine had not disap- 
peared, even as the baseless fabric 


of a dream. 

The investigation by the Federal 
grand jury will be resumed Tues- 
day, when Glen L. Martin, air naviga- 
tor, will be asked what he knows of 
the transaction. Other witnesses will 
be sumpoenaed. 

Assistant United States District At- 
torney Robinson said he lacked in- 
formation yesterday on the burning 
question as to why Masson and Dean 
had been allowed to aoner from the 
Tucson police, or whether any of the 
warrants had been served. He was 
inclined to doubt the authenticity of 
the: press dispatch from Nogales that 
Masson and Dean had registered there 
and that they wore the kahki uniform 
of members of the Constitucionalists. 
- He suggested that if Masson and 
Dean have no guilty knowledge of 
the uses to which the aeroplane was 
to have been put by the enemies of 
President Huerta, it would look better 
if they would return voluntarily to 
this country and give the gugnd jury 
an earful of information.

It 
is believed that,if it wag the inten- 
tion to use the machine for spying 
in Mexico or to drop @ynamite bombs 
into the ranks of the Huerta forces, 
that fact is known to a number of 
persons in Los Angeles, but their 
identity hase not been disclosed. 

The enemies of the Huerta adminis- 
tration known to be, operating in Los 
Angeles are not their 
schemes on their sleeves. They are 
plentifully supplied with money and 
are not divulging their plans to the 
ho polloi about the Piaza. The 
investigation was begun on informa- 
tion furnished by Mexican Consul 
Cuevas, but this is not the first time 
that “bum steers” have been foisted 
on the Federal authorities here, not 
by Senor Cuevas but by some of his 
Pp rs.

He Sees Trouble. 


Britons Hear Britannia No 
Longer Rules Sea. 


The Man Too Old to Be 
Honest Is Found.

LONDON, May 10.—[Special Dis- 
patch.] Trouble in the Balkans: 
trouble in India; trouble in Egypt: 
trouble in South Africa: trouble among 
the deep-sea sailors and the dockyard 
workers at home ports—John Bull is 
surely aMicted by a whole gripful of 
trouble. 

The Balkan muddle has been so 
much before the public eye that ob- 
servers have grown calloused to its ir- 
ritating perplexities. But the same 
cannot be said of the bad news froin 
India and Africa. Lord Kitchener is 
relied upon to suppress the unrest on 
the Nile, but there is grave fear =hat 
the Indian conspiracy and the South 
African quarrel have been allowed to 
drift so far that desperate measures 
will have to be used before long. ' 

At Bombay, Calcutta, Delhi, Hindu 
and Mohamedan are openly arrayed, 
shoulder to shoulder, pledged to work 
against the “white "sahibs’’ “for the 
regeneration of our common mother- 
land.” The phrase quoted is from a 
speech delivered at a recent congress 
of the All-India Moslem League, which 
has attracted pained attention in Zn«-[ 
land and among the British in India. 
Offieiails of the Indian government are 
heard to declare that unless something 
is done, there may be another catac- 
lysm worse even than the terrible 
Sepoy mutny. England's attitude to- 
ward the Turks is being used as a torch 
with which the Indian Mohamedans 
hope to light the fires of revolution; 
and it exhibits all the signs of reach- 
ing fruition in deeds of desperation. 

In South Africa, the old biood feuds 
are being revived between Boer and 
Briton; this, notwithstanding the able 
statesmanship of Gen. Louis Botha, 
the Premier, who itis loyally doing his 
best to play the part of peacemiuker. 
The storm has been deliberately pro- 
voked by Mr. Steyn, whose trickery 
and ambition was so largely respon- 
sible for the Boer War. Steyn, an ex- 
fle from the cape for some years, has 
reappeared in the scene of his former 
triumphs and subsequent overwhelm- 
ing défeat and he has turned’ the 

purely personal quarrel between Gen. 
Botha and Gen. Herzog, a Boer mem- 
ber of the Cabinet who was asked to 
resign following anti-British intrigue, | 
into an Afrikander “paramount issue.”

Government Takes Steps to Prevent 

Subjects Being Swindled Out of 

American

VIENNA, May 10.—The Austrian 
government has taken steps to pre- 
vent, as far as possible, the recur- 
rence of incidents In which Austrians 
entitled to a share in estates in 
America have been victimized by

Cost of Service so Great to Many 

Families That Parents Are Com- 

pelled to Give Up Farms. 

(BY CABLE AND A. P. TO THE TIMES.) 

BERLIN, May 10.—<At a time when 
Germany is about to make a big in- 
crease in her army, it is of interest 
to note the economic effect of the 
present peace footing upon a typical 
peasant family. This aspect of Ger- 
many’s military burden has been made 
the subject of investigation, and from 
reports on nearly 2000 peasants’ fami- 
lies in Bavaria it is seen that every 
soldier costs his family at least $238 
during the two years of service in the 
army. As the pay of the men does 
not suffice for their needs their par- 
ents have to send them money and 
gifts that average about $36 a year. 
Besides this, the peasant must hire a 
farm laborer as a substitute for his 
son, which means a further expense 
of $90. These figures appear all the 
more serious when it is remembered 
that over half of the families included

It constitutes the 
fourth successive decline in as many 
months. The total at the end of April, 
howover, was over 1,300,000 tons in 
excess of that of the corresponding 
period of the previous year. The 
steel figures were not. market factors 
today as they did not appear until

Other symptoms proved that finan- 


clal strain, whether due to the polit- 
ical position, to preparations for in- 
creased armaments or to credit in- 
flation in business was unrelieved.

Besides the adjust- 
ment of prices to the basis of in- 
creased investment return, Various 
stocks are affected by the question 
raised of ability to maintain dividends 
even at the present rates. Relations 
of government to business were kept 
in view .by the explanation given for 
closing down of textile mills and for 
some industrial dividend reductions, 
This explanation was the uncertain 
condition under prospective tariff 
changes. The trouble over the “‘Pa- 
cific dissolution plan” came under 
this general topic as did the meas- 
ures directed against the New Haven 
system and the announced intention 
of the Department of Justice to take 
further steps under the anti-trust law 
against certain coal roads. A de- 
crease in specifications on steel con- 
tracts to a rete considerably below 
shipments was reported following the 
entry into force of higher contract 
prices. * A falling off in the United 
States Steel corporation's tonnage, dis- 
closed in the monthly statement, had 
been generally foreseen although the 
shrinkage was unexpectedly large. 
Coppers were helped by the April de- 
crease In stocks of the metal. ‘The 
government's estimate. of a bumper 
wheat crop is supplemented by re- 
ports of a forward condition of plant- 
ing of spring wheat and favorable 
weather conditions for all crops.

The system of selection which 
this extraordinary color ing was 
attained seems to be a matter cf 
mythological speculation. One of the 
tales heard in Holland is that some 
of the breeders among the nobility 
of Haarlem conceived the idea of 
breeding animals of all kinds, cattle, 
pigs and poultry, to a certain color. 
There is a custom in Holland of plac- 
ing blankets upon cows recently 
calved because of the dangers of the 
damp climate, as cattle are not sta- 
bled at all during eight months of 
the year. The story goes that those 
Haarlem nobles kept white blankets 
on their cows most of the time, be- 
cause it gave them a neat appearance, 
and that when some calves came ac- 
cidentally with white middles, it crys- 


the white blankets belt-wise around 
the cows, and after a time the calves 
came with more and more certainty 
bearing the artificial marking of their 
mothers. 

This legend must be accepted in 
the absence of the other explana- 
tion, and it probably sufficed Mr. P. 
T. Barnum when in 1849 he induced 
one of the noble farmers in Holland 
to sell him a few of the cattle, to

of thig breed in the United States, 
‘and indeed it is said that there are 
not more than a 1000 head in Hol- 
land, though, of course, Holland 
could easily be lost in one of the old 
Spanish land grants of California anid 
figures have a very different meaning 
there and here. Of that number 
many are not bred pure, and even 
where they are bred with considerable 
care, the white belt is often wider 
than breeders here allow it to spread, 
and nearly all of the foreign ani- 
mals have more or less white on the 
hind feet.

These chickens have been bred in 
Holland and Germany for many 
years, where;they-gained the soubri- 
quet of “everlasting layer.” Not un- 
til about ten years ago did English 
and American fax-:Jers take a notion 
to them and even yet they are the 
rarest seen of any of the beautiful 
breeds. 

They are as smal] as Leghorns and 
ag nervous, and as they go strut- 
ting aristocratically about on their 
foraging expeditions over the broa 
acres of the Strader ranch, they loo« 
very much like a lot of snowy Leg- 
horns that had thrust their hrads 
into a pail of jet-black ink and fai.en 
backwards into another, escaping 
from both with no speck of the black 
on their white bodies. The black 
glistens iridescent in the gun, but ina 
the shadow it is blacker than any 
sin ever committed, and as a study 
in black and white the Dutch Belted 
chicken is as near perfection as is 
safe for anything to come. 

There are two standards for this 
variety of fowl, one known as Ger- 
man and the other as English. gee 
German standard requires a type of 
bird closely resembling the Leghorn 
not only inishape but in the comb 
of the females, the comb being in- 
clined to fall to one side. They are 
slightly larger than the English or 
Dutch bird. It calls also for a white 
saddie hackle in the males. The Eng- 
lish standard calls for a small comb 
in the females and a black saddle 
hackle in the males.

What kind of a person is this new- 
ly-discevered giant of finance? If 
one goes to “Who's Who” for a few 
personal details or a possible skeleton 
of the banker's career, he gets no 
Satisfaction.

Baker was born in Troy, N. Y., in 
1840, and he is consequently 73 years 
old—only three years younger than 
Mr. Morgan: that his office is at No.

HE National Association of Manufacturers is an organization composed 
of about four thousand manufacturing concerns, located in every State 
of the Union. Its purpose is the promotion of industrial freedom— 
freedom from the despotism of union-labor dictation, whether euch dictation 
is directed toward employers or toward the workers who are unéffiliated 
with trades unions. It is strictly non-political, or, to speak more accurately, 
non-partisan. Its spirit fs loyalty to the laws and institutions of our 


Its members belfeve in equality of opportunity and in the impartial ad- 
ministration of law. They believe that only upon such foundations can a 
structure of economic and social justice be erected. They do not oppose 
labor organizations per se, but they denounce their adoption of measures 
that are above or outside the just administration of law. 

The manufecturers’ association, in a recent letter to President Wilson, 
expresses its opposition to the insertion by Congress in the Civil Appropria- 
tion Bill of a clause prohibiting any part of the $300,000 appropriated for 
j the Department of Justice from being used to enforce the Sherman anti- 
trust act against labor unions or associations of farmers. They indorse the 
action of President Taft tn vetoing an appropriation law which contained 


They call the attention of the President to the inherent wrong of such 
a provision and to the fact that in many of his public utterances he has 
wisely and clearly emphasized the necessity. in our social, economic and 
political body, of striving to attain, in the last analysis, exact justice. 

The exemption of labor unions from the operations of a general law is 
violative of every consideration of the equitable, just and impartial adminis- 
tration of justice. It is special and class legislation im an ingenious and 
subtie form. That it is an attempt to subvert the operation of a duly enacted 
statute of Congress and of the constitutional requirement that laws shall be 
equal and uniform in their operation by a covert negativing of the operation 
of the Sherman Anti-Trust Act, will be clear upon the most cursory exam- 


If the Sherman Anti-Trust Act should be amended by due Congressional 
methods, that is a proposition the merits of which will be open for legislative 
debate and the expression of popular opinion, through the people's repre- 
sentatives in Congress. But while the law is upon the statute book and 
contains no exemptions, Is it not clear that to limit the operation and applli- 
cation of the law, by the subterfuge of a restrictive prohibition, through the 
medium of an appropriation, is dangerously near nullification. Is not the in- 
defensible character of this exemptive provision utterly at variance with an 
orderly procedure for the administration of our public laws? .

The leaders of the I.W.W. organiza- 
tion are an impossibility. They ap- 
pear .to have lost every suspicion that 
they are amenable to all the present 
legal restraints that have been creat- 
ed for the general safety of the com- 
munity. William D. Haywood, the 
head of the lawless I.W.W. gang, was 
placed under arrest at Paterson, N. 
J., tor attempting to incite to vic 
lence the silk mill strikers of that 
city, and as soon as he had been re- 
leased from arrest on bail, ridiculed 
the charge of the prosecuting attor- 
ney of Pagsaic county that he and 
his coadjutors were “preaching &n- 
archy,” and attributed the violence 
that has taken place in connection 
with the strike at the silk mills to 
“the manufacturers and their hired 
thugs.” He is reported as deciaring 
to an excited crowd that efforts were 
constantiy made to “prejudice the 
public against the etrikers.”’ and that 
the leaders of the Irdustrial Work- 
ere of the World were “indicted for 


preaching peace." 

“These leaders have left nobody in 
Goubt as to what they are preaching,” 
says the New York Journal of Com- 
merce. “It is the same doctrine that
